If any Communists are hanging around 


Tokyo airfields with their cameras, they 
must be a bit confused at what they can see. 
U. S. airliners with varied markings and 
crews in many different uniforms swarm in 
there daily. 


According to pat Communist thinking, 


capitalistic American airlines should be con- 
stantly at each others' throats—busy help- 
ing to take the free enterprise system down 
the road to final collapse. 


The Idea that the lines could bury their 


commercial rivalries and work together in a 
great Pacific airlift is incomprehensible to the 
Reds. In the Communist book, those things 
just don't happen. 


But that's exactly what has happened. 


Within a matter of days, at the behest of the 
government, sharply competitive U. S. air- 
lines organized themselves into a single effi- 
cient line, Eastern, Pan American, Uhited, 
American, Capital, T.W.A. and many an- 
other contributed valuable equipment to the 
airlift pool. 


The effort they are making to fly supplies 


Into the Korean war zone has already been 
widely heralded as a military milestone. It 
put the airlift firmly in the picture as a 
standard supply technique for the future. 


But the performance means more than 


that. The demonstration of cooperation 
among normally competitive outfits, the 
sharing of technical knowledge, the tremen- 
dous talent for fast and effective organiza- 
tion, all these stand out as signs of the basic 
good health of America's economic system.. 


These same traits showed strongly in 


World War II. And they'll show «ny time 
our system is put to the test. 
- Perhaps the best tribute that could be paid 
to the airlines who are working this miracle 
is) to say that almost certainly the Russians 
couldn't do It, Even though their dwn eco- 
nomic system 5s theoretically based on 
cooperative effort. 


They couldn't pull It off because commu- 


nism discourages the free play of new ideas, 
the vitality of Individual Initiative and the 
sheer competitive energy that enables a 
great project like the airlift to«succeed.

BREAKING UP ROADS 


At the half-way mark In a six'inonth test 


of the relation of truck size to highway 
deterioration, engineers were too cautious to 
disclose any conclusions. But they gave out 
some .figures on the first half of the test, 
permitting lay onlookers to draw their own 
conclusions. The obvious, simple conclusion 
seems to be that the number of new cracks 
appearing in the concrete surface of the test 
Highway in Maryland is directly proportional 
to both the weight per axle and the number 
of loaded axles passing over it. 


It may be wondered why a $260,000 scien- 


tific test was needed to make this non-sur- 
prising discovery. But eleven states, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and the Bureau of Public 
Roads, whose highway engineers doubtless 
have not yet been surprised, either, thought 
the project ought to be worth th« coat and 
trouble. Truck operators haye be«i becom- 
ing more and mor« insistent on blaming 
weather, faulty design and poor construction 
for road damage, and-one belittling'tbe idea 
that the size and number of truck* have any* 
thing to do with it

Hope of the officials who arranged this 


test i* that its results, when completed and 
officially interpreted, will provide an indis- 
putable basis for fixing maximum permissible 
load, and for distributing highway costs 
among users according to their relative con- 
tribution to the cost of building and, main- 
taining roads. All fair-minded people win 
|oin in these hopes.

Dear Harold Stassen; 


I hove long pondered your letter to Joe Stalin. 


I am sure that you were sincere when you wrote 
it, and I know that you took counsel of many wise 
men, 


Yet, to me, your letter to Uncle Joe represents 


more enthusiasm than wisdom. 


In the first place, the responsibility for the con- 


duct of our international relations is vested In the 
President of the United States and his secretary 
of state. They cannot shirk that responsibility. Un- 
less a citizen is delegated by the President to negoti- 
ate with a foreign power, he has no authority. 
Whatever he says is private conversation. There is 
even a law forbidding citizens to take such a task 
on themselves. 
We want to hold the President and the secre- 
tary of stats responsible for the business that the 
Constitution delegates to them. If their policies are 
sound and coma out right, they are deserving of 
commendation. 11 their policies are wrong and 
come out awry, wo should criticize and condemn 
them. 
It seems to me that in this respect, all you caa 
do Is muddy the waters. It is like that bipartisan 
foreign policy which so many Republicans thought 
would save the world. The most that was bi- 
partisan about it was the sharing of blame for some 
of the most egregious errors In our history. No 
Republican was eonauHed with regard 
to the 


abandonment of Chiang Kai-shek. Great Britain 
was consulted, but not the Republican party; yet 
the Republicans have to share the blame for It— 
all except those who denounced it. 
In the second place, we are at war with Soviet 
Russia, Joe Stalin is our enemy. American boys 
are dying in Korea because Joe Stalin is our enemv. 
Now, you might go technical on me and say 


that wo are not at war with Joe Stalin at all, but 
that the United Nations is unifying Korea. 


Please don't say that to me! 
Neither the South nor tho North Koreans ever 
produced a fighting force that even remotely re- 
sembled the power that the North Koreans are 
displaying. This was a Russian job, and at Seoul, 
the Koreans followed the Stalingrad pattern. And 
from their arms, equipment, bombs and mines we 
know that the Russians used them, as they arc 
.using the Viet Minh in French Indo-China, the 
Armenians in Iran, and so on. 


So, we arc at war with Joe Stalin. I wonder 
what you would have thought of a prlvnte American 
citizen who, during our recent efforts to save the 
world for democracy, entered upon personal negotia- 
tions wtth Hitler or Mussolini? 


Talking with Stalin may be more fun than a 
conversation with Hitler, although Stalin, back In 
1917 at the Smolny Institute, seemed to be a dull, 
self-centered person with few social graces. Still. 
he may have developed over the years nnd Elliott 
Roosevelt, who should be « connoisseur of com- 
panionship, apparently found his society delectable. 
Nevertheless, what could you snv to him? You 


would, according to your letter, tell him thgt the 
United States will not go broke. Such bad news 
Could not please him. Nor could you give him any 
guarantees one way or the other. This Korean war 
Is costing us about $10,000,000,000. How many tens 
of billions do we have to load on top of our national 
debt of $256,000,000,000? Stalin can count, too. 


Then you will tell him that we love peace. Now, 


precisely, what do you think the United States 
would gain by that? 
General Douglas MacArthur Is so much wiser. 
He reads the Lord's Prayer to the tune of "Praise 
the Lord and Pass Ihe Ammunition." I be,t that 
Joe understands that perfectly. He knows that a 
couple of swift kicks in the underside will destroy 
his prestige for invincibility. 


But when he is told by a prominent Republican 


candidate for the presidency in the midst of actual 
fighting that we love peace, he can figure that there 
is enough anti-war feeling in the United States so 
that ho might risk trying to bang the living hcU 
out of the American people. 
It seems to me that, as a Republican, you ought 


to let Harry Truman be President of the United 
States and Dean Acheson, secretary of state—and 
let them make their own mistakes. They will do 
well In that direction, I am sure, without your aid.

REMOVING SPUNTER UNDER FINGER NAIL 


Uetting ready to do some fishing one day, I s»w 


a cat sitting quietly by with a flsh-hook through 
its lower lip. It had evidently grabbed a small fUh 
off a hook and the hook became Imbetided in its 
mouth. I had ray companion hold the hook while I, 
as gently as possible, was about to cut the hook 
out. My companion suggested that if I broke off the 
hook up near the eye I could draw the hook down 
and out without cutting, A broken fteh-hook is not 
a serious loss whereas the pain to the animal would 
be severe. 


Another mean condition is when a splinter has 


been driven under a finger nail or toenail and 
broken Off so that it cannot be reached with for- 
ceps or a pair of pliers. Next to the tongue, the tip 
of the finger is the most sensitive part of the 
body. 
In Medical World, (England*. Dr. 3. G, Bonn In, 
F.R.C.S,, suggests a simple method of removing ft 
splinter that has been driven under a finger or toe- 
nail and broken off, especially in the case of a 
child. <1) Soak nail in warm water to soften It. 
(2) Pare down the nail with a sharp knife or razor 
blade and remove a piece of the nail directly over 
the splinter, which gives a free opening through 
Which the splinter may be grasped, 
while Dr, Bonnin does not suggest the use of 


hydrogen peroxide to clean out any dirt or Infec- 
tion which may be around the splinter, this is al- 
ways good treatment when removing or digging 
after a splinter, After the splinter Is removed and 
tissues which surround it completely cleaned out 
by the peroxide or an antiseptic of any kind, then 
collodion or small piece of adhesive tape should be 
applied to cover the opening in the nail, 
This paring down the nail at n spot directly over 
the splinter until an opening in the nail is big 
enough through which to -remove the splinter is 
certainly an -improvement over the* method of dig- 
ging in alongside the splinter In order to remove it 
or opening up the tissues enough to grasp the splin- 
ter and drag it otit whole or piecemeal, A local or 
general anesthetic is always necessary wtth*t»is old 
method. Paring the nail and so not cutting the soft 
tissue 'should make an anaesthetic unnecessary,
